Despite the general agreement of all the reviewing of- 
ficers that petitioner appeared to be a "sincera" young man, 
the evidentiary materials disclose a factual basis adequate to 
sustain their conclusions that he fails to qualify as a con- 
scientious objector under applicable standards.

As the court comnented in United States ex rei. Ponham v. Reso 


SiS F. Supp at 132: 


{The Chief of Naval Personnel] was not 
irrational when [he] counted heavil 
against the. petitioner the delay .. . in 

eG subnitting his application. This is not 
the first case in which long delay, un- 
impressively explained, has been a factor 
adverse to claims like petitioner's. [ct- 
tations omitted]. 


Although recognizing that petitioner appeared ‘gincere”, 


Chaplain Dolazhan recommended denial of the application becausé 


of skepticism ‘based on the fact that he has taken Government 
pay for 39 months of valuable training, and has waited unril 
now to apply as a conscientious objector." 

The Chief of Yaval Personnel was not less within the 
realm of allowable judgment when he weighed arvainst petitioner 
hie willingness to continue to perform his military duties if 
his discharge was denied. The conclusion that the applicatior 
was motivated by petitioner's own desire for ‘more physical 
freedom aud less mental restriction’ to develop his philosoph-! 


teal beliefs, rather than any basic objection te particination 
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in military organization, is suprorted by the record before 
the Court. 

The other details supportive of the nilitary decision 
are anequesety stated in the opinion of the Chief of tiaval 
peceunels Considering the decision upon the record as a 
whole, the Court finds that the denial of petitioner's ap- 
plication stands firmly upon the required basis in fact. 

Accordingly, the petition for a writ of habeas corpus 
is denied.

l/ Lieutenant Krafft based his conclusions on statements 
made by petitioner at the hearing indicating that: (1) he 
would take a conscious life if faced with a self-defense 
situation; (2) his primary objection with continued military 
duty is that he will not have sufficient time to vractice his 
beliefs; (3) if refused a discharge he would perform his dutids 
as trained until the end of his enlistment; (4) his knowledce 
of texts which had stimulated his philosophical beliefs was 
cursory. 


Petitioner was ziven an opportunity to and did rebut 
these findings in a letter to his commanding officer or April 
fo, Laid. 


z/ While the Court is unable to explain the shift in reason 
for denying petitioner's apnlication from the Chief of Naval 
Personnel's first letter to the second, the Courr will not 
close its eyes to the earlicr explanations afforded petitionez. 
Cf, Checkman v. Laird, 469 F.2d 773, 783 (2 Cir. 1973). ft 
appears to the Court that the phrase, ‘not sincere in your as 
serted beliefs of conscientious objection,’ used by the Chief 
of Naval Personnel in his second letter encompasses his earlidr 
reasons concerning the "strenrth and conviction" of petition- 
er's beliefs. With this outlook in mind, the Court will ex- 
amine the full record to determine if there is a basis for th 
stated reasons.

4/ With regard to the Chief of Naval Personnel's finding that 
petitioner has failed to demonstrate his opposition to war in 
any form, the Court notes that this finding is based on the 
inconsistency between petitioner's statement in his applicati 
that "No foreseeable circumstance would ever require me to 
take conscious life" and his statement, as paraphrased by the 
investipating officer, that “he might take conscious life if 
faced with a life or death self-defense situation.’ In his 
rebuttal letter of April 25, 1975, petitioner addresses this 
apparent inconsistency by explaining his vicw that conscious 
life exists in an order of importance; and thus, taking the 
life of en attacking animal with a lower consciousness to sav 
the life of a human being is justified. The Court finds this 
explanation adequately clarifies the investigatiny officer's 
misunderstanding of petitioner's belief.

1. In accordance with reference (a), enclosures (1) and (2) are 
forwarded fully concurring in the recommendations of the 
investigating officer and recommending disapproval of the 
request for conscientious objector status (1-0) in the case 

of ETR3 Gregory A. JOHNSON, 145-46-7756, USN 


2. A thorough review of enclosures (1) and (2) and my personal 

& contact and interviews with Petty Officer JOHNSON over the last 
five months has not convinced me that Petty Officer JOHNSON's 
developing idealistic concepts are incompatible with continued 
military service. While he has perhaps pursued his philosophic 
development more deeply and extensively than others, his present 
disenchantment with continued military service is based primarily 
on his belief that further service will limit what he perceives 
as his potential philosophic development rather than a deeply 
held, consistent objection to military service which is inherent 
in coneienscious objection. 


3. Pending final Chief of Naval Personnel action on Petty Officer 
JOHNSON's request, I have assigned him, reasonable qualification 

goals in the Basic Engineering concepts of a Naval Nuclear Propulsion 
Plant which are commensurate with his rate and previous training. 
During this period he is not being required to pursue any watchstation 
qualification or perform any maintenance on the propulsion plant. 
Petty Officer JOHNSON will shortly deploy with PULASKI (BLUE) to the 
advanced refit site in Holy Loch, Scotland, for the conduct of a 
routine SSBN refit period. Rapid action and message notification of 
the Chief of Naval Personnel's decision is requested so that Petty 
Officer JOHNSON's status is known prior to the commencement of PULASKI’ 
next strategic deterrent patrol.

1. Preliminary Statement 


As verbally directed by the Commanding Officer, USS CASIMIR PULASKI 
(BLUE), an investigation in accordance with reference (a) was conducted 
to determine whether or not ETR3 G.A. JOHNSON's request for conscientious 
objector status (1-0) meets the requirements of reference (a). 


Prior to conducting the hearing required by reference (a), 7 
thoroughly familiarized myself with reference (a). I consulted several 
timcs with JAG personnel assigned to the Naval Legal Service Office, 
Newport, New London Branch. Based upon their recommendations I 
reviewed several case histories of conscientious objectors and 
famiiiared myself with those texts which Petty Officer JOHNSON had 
mentioned in his application as forming the basis of his belief. 


The hearing required by reference (a) was conducted and completed 
on 3 April 1975. The applicant appeared at the hearing but was not 
accompanied by counsel. At my suggestion and with Petty Officer JOHNSON's 
concurrence, his Division Officer and Senior Petty Officer were present 
at the hearing. The nature and purpose of the hearing were explained to 
the applicant and understood by him. A verbatim record of the hearing 
was not recorded. The investigative officer's summary of the hearing 
is included as enclosure (11). 
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2. Findings of Fact/Pertinent Evidence 


A. Petty Officer JOHNSON submitted his request for classification 
as a conscientious objector (1-0) on 5 November 1974 only six days 
after reporting onboard USS CASIMIR PULASKI (SSBN633) at the advanced 
refit site in Holy Loch, Scotland. Prior to reporting to PULASKI he 
had been assigned to the advanced site tender, USS CANOPUS (AS-32), for 
a period of 50 days. Due to the short time remaining prior to PULASKL's 
scheduled deployment and the lack of psychiatric facilities at the 
advanced site processing in accordance with reference (a) was not 
possible prior to sailing. Petty Officer JOHNSON deployed with PULASKI 
on a strategic deterrent patrol and processing held in abeyance until 
the completion of patrol and the crew's return to CONUS. As required 
by reference (a) Petty OfficerJOHNSON was removed from those duties 
to which he objected and performed duties as messman for the entire 
patrol period. Upon return to CONUS and the authorized R and R period 
preccecing in accordance with reference (a) continued. 

B. All medical and chaplain personnel who have interviewed with 
Petty Officer JOHNSON have considered him to be basically sincere in 
his beliefs. However, each have reservations concerning the validity, 
logic, and rationale of his c-1victions. For example: 


(1) Chaplain DOLAGHAN is skeptical of Petty Officer JOHNSON's 
request because he has taxen government pay for 39 months of valuable 
training, and has waited until being assigned to sea duty to apply 
for conscientious objector. 


(2) Chaplain PURDHAM states that it would not be detrimental 
to ETR3 JOHNSON or the Navy if he were to remain on active duty. 
(see enclosure (7)). 


(3) The medical officer signing enclosure (4) states that 
Petty Officer JOHNSON is confused in his ideas, that his philosophy 
does note make sense, and that he may have a thought disorder. He 
concludes by stating that Petty Officer JOHNSON is a "normal, confused 
male." (See enclosure (4)). 


(4) CDR P.H. FARRIER, MC, USN states that the applicant 
indicated he was willing to perform all his required military duties 
while his application was being processed. (See enclosure (5)). 


C. The following pertinent statements and/or facts are taken from 
ETR3 JOHNSON's application for CO status (See enclosure (2)): 


(1) The books which stimulated his original thought were 
LAUTZU's translated words and the “Autobiography of a YyocI.". 


(2) He discontinued his efforts in requesting a discharge for 
conscientious objection in August 1974 because (a) he did not have 
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enough time, (b) his parents did not agree with him, and (c) it was } 
better for all concerned. / 


(3) When faced with submarine duty upon reporting to CASIMIR 
PULASKI, he decided that the submission of the application was a duty 
to himself and his conscience. 


(4) No foreseeable circumstance would ever require him to 
take conscious life. 


(5) He is not a member of any religious sect or organization. 


D. The following pertinent information is taken from statements 
made by Petty Officer JOHNSON during the hearing on 3 April 1975. 
Enclosure (11) is a summary by the investigating officer of that 
hearing. 


(1) He would take a conscious life if faced with a self-defense 
situation. 


(2) he was initiated into a YOGI/Transcendental Meditiation 
group in his home town in New Jersey. 


(3) His primary objection with continued military duty is that 
he will not have sufficient time to.practice his beliefs. 


(4) Military forces must exist to protect the masses. 


(5) If his request for conscientious objector status 1-0 was 
denied, he would do the job that he was trained for until the end 
fo his enlistment. 
I The following excerpts are taken from the reference material 
listed in Petty Officer JOHNSON's application as “important stimuli 
in the formation of his beliefs 


(1) LAO-TZE's Tne CANNON OF REASON AND VIRTUE, page 129: 


"One should keep the obligations of his contract and exact 
not from others. Those who have virtue attend to their 
obligations; those who have no virtue attend to their 
claims." 


(2) LAO-TZU's TAO TE CHING, page 89

3. OPINIONS 


A. Petty Officer JOHNSON is sincere in the fact that he personally 
believes his present beliefs qualify him for conscientious objector 


status. Everyone (medical/psychiatric/religious personnel) including 
myself have been convinced of this fact. 


B. Petty Officer JOHNSON lacks depth of conviction in his beliefs. 
He failed to pursue his request in August 1974 with little pressure 
or opposition. Only when faced with the situation of an arduous deploy- 
ment schedule aboard an SSBN, even though he had served for a period 
of 50 days aboard an SSBN tender where he was in nearly as close 
proximity to deterrent war concepts, did he again consider requesting 
CO status. He has stated to the investigating officer and to Chaplains 
DOLAGHAN and PURDHAM that if his request is denied he would do the 
military job he was trained for. Additionally, both Chaplains DOLAGHAN 
and PURDHAM felt that continued military service in his present position 
would not be detrimental to him or the Navy. - 


C. Petty Officer JOHNSON's beliefs are shallow, poorly formulated, 
and inconsistent. Statements made during the hearing and in his 
application are contradictory, particularly those concerning the 
necessity for military forces. When confronted with exact quotations 
from these books which he claims forms the foundation of his beliefs, 
he claimed no knowledge of their existence or content. His knowledge 
and understanding of these texts were plainly cursory. 


D. Petty Officer JOHNSON does not meet the requirements of 
reference (a), for classificaiton as 1-0 conscientious objector. 


4. Recommendation 


A. Disapproval of Petty Officer JOHNSON's request for classification 
as a 1-0 conscientious objector. 


B. Retention onboard as a nuclear propulsion plant operator. 
C. Assignment of engineering department qualification goals in 


the theoretical applications of the propulsion plant while final 
processing of his application continues.

1. ETR3 GREGORY JOHNSON states that his basic beliefs have under- 
gone dramatic changes during the past year. A strong religious 
background (Episcopalian) has obviously kindled in him a desire 
for in-depth study of other religions, the eastern ones in par- 
ticular. I see many of the ideas of the cults and religions play- 
ing a role in his reverence for all of life and desire to leave 
the military environment. Specifically, he does not feel that he 
could carry out an order from a superior if he knew it would 

mean tie destruction of one or more lives. 


2. The applicant is unquestionably sincere. Unfortunately, due 
to his age, limited life experiences and paucity of research in 
his major interests, his thoughts and decisions lack clarity. His 
favorite expression is, "I have so much to learn.” His consistent 
refusal to eat meat over a two year period underscores the sin- 
cerity of his convictions up to this point. Petty Officer Johnson 
is not one who jumps from one interest to another or the type who 
is easily disuaded from his present beliefs. 


3. In spite of the applicant's sincerity, I do not feel that it 
would be detrimental to himself nor to the Navy for him to remain 
on active duty. He will not be happy in the Navy, but I am con- 
vinced that he will function at an acceptable level. Continued 
active duty may be constructive in the sense of helping him 
crystallize his thinking on issues that are presently unresolved.

SUMMARY OF HEARING 


A Hearing was conducted on 3 April 1975 in accordance with article 
1860120, BUPERS Manual, to afford Petty Officer JOHNSON an opportunity 
to present any evidence he desired in support of his application for 
conscientious objector 1-0. ETR3 JOHNSON was asked numerous questions 
concerning his stated beliefs as described in his application. His 
answers were spontaneous and direct when discussing his background, 
but became very vague and inconsistent when the discussion concentrated 
on his beliefs. He contradicted his application when he statec chat, 
(1) He might take conscious life if faced with a jife or death self- 
defense situation, (2) A military force has to exist in order to protect 
the masses, and (3) the death of a person is really not very important 
because the soul cannot be destroyed. 


The most significant statements made by the applicant were that 
(1) He is selfish, (2) his greatest objection to continued military 
service is that he will not have enough time to practice his beliefs, 
and (3) if refused a discharge he would perform his duties as trained 
until the end of his enlistment. 


When the two books, that the applicant referenced in his 
application, were discussed it became apparent, and edmitted 
by Petty Officer JOHNSON, that he really had virtually no know- 


ledge of the books or the authors' philosophy. 


The hearing was conducted for two hours and was attended by Petty 
Officer JOHNSON, his Division Officer and his Senior Petty Officer.

Rebuttal of the Findings, Opinions, and Recommendations 
incident to Lt KRAFFT's investigation concerning my 
request for Conciencious Objector status (1-0) 


I firstly wish to state that I have, in my opinion, been 
treated justly by all persons concerned in the Casimir Pulaski 
Command. It is clear to me that the statements and recommendations 
made by the Investigating Officer, Mr. Krafft, were all truly 
derived from the impressions that I gave him. If any disappoint- 
ment exists for me, concerning, the outcome of this investigation, 
and people's opinions of me thusfar, it is in that I have been 
unable to communicate weli enough to display my true understanding 
of Mankind, Life, and God. I wish to, in this rebuttal, make 
an attempt to; clarify statements that I made in the past, comment 
on statements made by others concerned (Mr. Krafft for the most 
part.), show the unimportance of some of the things that Hr. Krafft 
believes are important, and show the importance of some of the 
things that I feel Mr. Krafft is completly overlooking. 

The order of my statements will follow the order of Mr. Krafft '° 
statements in his ‘rebuttal presentation. I will move through it 
point by point, attempting to clarify all misinterpretations and 
misunderstandings of Mr. Krafft. 


1. Refer to the last sentence of paragraph two under 
1. Preliminary Statement. 


The subject of the role these texts play in my present 
understanding of life became an important issue at ny hearing. 
I tried furiously at that time to display the fact that the 
texts mentioned in my application acted only as catalysts, in 
that they were the first abstract views of life that 1. hee 
considered here, in this present existence. The stimulation 
that these authors provided at that time initiated the start 
of a long period of inner release. The total knowledge of my 
past conscious existences and the truth of our being,as, men 
gradually became clear in my outer conscious mind. The authors 
of those texts viewed the one truth from different vantage points, 
and therefore discribed that truth in different ways. More . 
importantly, they each Hadtédizeetheir own separate and individual 
lives-in. accordance with their own personal rules; as do re 
These rules are layed out for each person by God. Many people 
though, either do not see these rules as an awakened soul does, 
or they ignore these rules believing that they are some sort of 
undesirable facet of their freudian mind.

The point to be made here is that these texts in no way form 
a basis for any type of belief in me, but simply opened the door 
to that knowledge which always existed within me. In ‘other words 
these author's views of the truth are not precisely the same 
because they were different people in different places and times. 
As the face of this material place changes with time the one 
predominent truth remains unchanged, but the vantage point 


froz which the truth is viewed is different. Therefore my view 
is different. 


2. Refer, in Part 2. (Findings of Fact/Pertinent Evidence), 
Paragraph A,to the sentence,. 


As required by reference (a) Petty Officer JOHNSON was removed 
from those duties to which he objected and performed duties as 
messman for the entire patrol period. 

Concerning this statement I wish to say that I have always 
done my best to do what was asked of me at this command. I have 
done the same at all other commands before this . The duties 
that I was removed from were no more objected to by me than 
those of messman. My objection does not pertain to my duties in 
the U. S. Navy, but are directed toward my being a part of any 
military orgenization. Concerning my duties on the USS CASIMIR 
PULASKI, I have only done what I have been told and will continue 
to do so until my discharge. 


3. Commentary on Chaplin Dolaghan's statement, "My skepticism 
is based on the fact that he has taken Government pay for 39 
months of valuable training, and has waited until now to apply 
as a conscientious objector." 

I would like to say here that a person has no way of planning 
out his spiritual development. My spiritual development to the 
poiut where I had to submit this application took approximately 
one year. I could not have stood by the issue any earlier, nor 
cculd I have waited any longer to submit my application. 

As for the schooling I recieved in the Navy, it was my duty 
at the time to 'so and do my best, so i did,. When I was not in 
school I also did as I was ordered in the line of duty. When I 
arrived on board the USS CASIMIR PULASKI I did not change my ways. 
I have only done thusfar what I saw as my military duty. I 
personally regret the fact that I am putting the U.S. Government 
to such an inconvienience, but I truely had no control over it. 


4. In enclosure 7 Chaplin Purdum states that it would not be 
detrimental co myself or the Navy if I were to remain on active 
duty. I would like to say here that Mr. Durdham's statement is 
not pertainent to the purpose of ou: interview. The interview's 
purpose was to determine the sincerity and depth of my convictions, 
and not to determine whether my retention in the armed forces 
would be detremental to anyone. 

I feel though, that since the statement is to remain a part 
of the overall record, I must critisize its meaning also. I feel 


that Mr. Purdham uses the word detrimental in much to extreme a 


2 
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way. It is a word, in my opinion, that must be used in a more 
relative way. EXAMPLE: I would say that relative to leading a 
life with more physical freedom and hess mental restriction, 
life in the Navy for me is more detrimental. 


5. Concerning the statements concerning my emotional 
status in 1974 (February), I must make it clear that at 
that time in my spiritual development I did not see life nor 
the teachings of my life clearly. It was an extremely early 
stage of my spiritual development. I simply wished at the time 
to speak to someone about my newly surfaced feelings. 


6. CDR P.H. FARRIER, MC, USN, in enclosure 5 makes a 
Btuiement that I feel qualifies my position. I of course must 
perform all of my military duties while my application is being 
processed and until my discharge, because my heart leads me 
down a righteous path. Until a proper legal discharge is awarded 
me I must continue to fulfill my contract with the U. S. NAVY. 


7. Concerning Mr. Krafft's statement under Part 2., para. C, 
item (2), "He discontinued his efforts in requesting a discharge 
for Conscientious Objection in Aug. 1974 because(a) he did not 
have enough time, (b) his parents did not agree with hin, (e) 
it was better for all concerned." I would like to add that at 
that time my parents were shocked at my application. The important 
fact was not that they disagreed with me but that they firstly did 
mot understand the things that I said, and secondly they were 
afraid that I would becdme a disapinary problem. The reason for 
my discontinuation of this application at the time was not because 
of my parents feelings, but because my heart would not ‘allow 
me to be swayed by my emotions. I could not become a disaplinary 
problen. 

After turning from my application at that time I had great 
difficulty in qualifying at Prototype. To do sol had to push 
my true *~clings back inside. Otherwise I could not concentrate 
on my :......ies. This proved to be quite deteimental to me in that, 
in pushiz2g spirituality far enough from my mind to qualify, I 
entered into a dormant stage concening my spiritual path. It was 
not until the strongstimulation of seeing and feeling the presence 
of the nuclear warheads on the Casimir Pulaski‘was felt’, that 
I broke free from this dormant state and once again became aware 
of my heart. This is when I resubmitted my application for 
conscientious objection. 


8. Statement (4), Paragraph C, under Part 2 of Mr. Krafft's 
presentation and Statement (]), Paragraph D, under the same part 
of the same presentation appear to be contradictory. The reason 
for this is in the way Mr. Krafft removed each statement fron 
context. In item (1) paragraph D. I refer to conscious Life 
below that of man. In item (4) paragraph C I refer to conscious 
life of man and above. I said at the hearing that all conscious 
life to me is reverent, but conscious life does exist in an order 
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of importance. I have killed no living creature willfully in’ 
the past :three years, -and before that the only killings that I 
can recall , were killings of insects. 

9. Item (5), paragraph C, Part 2., and Item (2), paragraph 
D, part 2. also may seem to contradict one another. 

Trenscendental Meditation as taught by Maharishi Mahish Yogi 
is not part of any religion and is not common to any one 
religious organization or sect. 


10. The last important point that I have time to include is 
in reference to item (4), Paragraph D, Part 2. 

I assuredly did not say that Military forces must exist to 
protect the masses. I did not’ say that military forces must 
“exist for the masses, but not for the protection of the masses. 
These masses must function in a military organization in order 
that they may overcome their ignorance of reality. 

Life in this specific type of existence will eventually 
move forward into a time when military forces will not exist. 
The masses that live in ignorance eventually follow evolution 
without knowing it, and with no control over it. In the end 
of this cvolution when we all reach reunion with God we will be 
equal. But as we travel towards God it is important to follow 
our hearts aspiration, and to direct all of out energies toward 
God or toward the material world for God. Even with reguard 
to this legal process, I am performing God's will. 


I do not feel that any further statement from me is 
necessary. I ask that you do what you see as justice, but also 
wish to add that it is clear to me that there is a great 
possibility that this request will be denied, in which case Il 
will be obligated to take up the matter with the U.S. Federal 
Court System. I wish to close by saying that I am deeply 
Appoligetic to my parents, the Command of the U.S.S. CASINIR 
PULASKI, the Navy, and the entire U.S. Government for causing 
such a time and money consuming inconvienience. As I see life 
now though, I must do God's will.

1, By reference (1) you requested discharge by reason of Consctentious 
Objection, 


2, Your request for classification as a conscientious objector (1-0) 
hns been reconsidered in the Bureau of Naval Personne], Based upon 
that review, it has been concluded that you do not meet the criterta 
for conscientious objector status, and therefore your application must 
be denied. Specifically, it was concluded that you are not sincere in 
your asserted beliefs of conscientious objection, In addition, 4t 4a 
not clear that you are In opposition to war In any form. This 
conclusion. ta based upon a number of factors, including but not Limited 
to the followlneg: 


a. It is noted that no one who has personally {nterviewed you for 
the purpose of determining your beliefs have concluded that you are @ 
sincere conscfentious objector. A review of your application indicates 
that naither your commanding officer, the investigating officer, nor 

-the Chaplain who have had pereonal contact with you, are convinced of 
your sincerity. Your commanding officer believes your disenchantment 
with continued military service is based primarlly on your belicf that .«: 
further service wlll Limit what you percesved as your potential ri re 
philosophical development.
